The experience 
gained by these Juniors, together with the material coming up from a very promising 
Pup squad, coached by Howard Jones, should see the Raiders back on the victory 
trail next year. 

Wins were scarce for the Reds throughout the season. Their position in the Cross- 
State League was not high, and they were finally edged out of the District tournament 
in a very close sudden-death playoff with Blaine. They hustled, played some thrilling 
ball games, and showed definite improvement in the course of the season.
